night and tells you, if it is old enough 
to talk, tha t it has a pain in its stom ­ 
ach, w hat Is the m a tte r with it? 
Pain in the ab dom en occurs m ore 
frequently in children than in adults. 
T he in fa n t cannot tell you w hat the 
pain is like or w here it is located, 
it may not even b e old enough to tell 
you that it has pain a t all and you 
can only judge b y its actions. 
Gen- 
erally it will do no m ore than vague­ 
ly point at its stom ach as the loca­ 
tion of the pain. 
O ften it will not 
even 
allow 
a 
careful 
ex am ination. 
Yet 
m any 
of the conditions which 
cause ab dom inal pain in children re­ 
quire prom pt and definite treatm ent. 
Colic is perhaps the most common 
cause of ab 'tomfr,°l 
t*nin. especially 
during the first tiiree m onths of life. 
Colic usually occurs a t the sam e tim e 
every day, generally in the afternoon 
or evening. 
T he pain is sharp, comes 
on 
suddenly 
w ithout 
w arning, 
and 
generally disappears as quickly. 
T he 
child has no fever and often no other 
sym ptom ex cept the pain. 
Colic is 
due to overstretching of the stom ach 
or in t e s t i n e s b y food, gas or air, or 
to the production of gas in the ln- 
testines, caused b y im proper food or 
food which is sub ject to ferm entation. 
Colic generally appears during or just 
aft e r 
feeding 
and 
is frequently 
re- 
lieved b y unloading the stom ach or 
b y tiie escape of gas. 
So-called 
colic, 
however, 
may 
b e 
due to a num b er of other conditions. 
It may b e caused b y 
hunger, 
over­ 
feeding, or too frequent feeding, in­ 
digestion 
from 
Improper foods, con­ 
stipation, too much clothing, or too 
heavy covering, too tight clothing, ir­ 
ritation from pins in the b elly b and, 
or chafing and irritation of the skin. 
These 
causes 
are 
tem porary 
and 
com paratively 
harm less.

m uch 
more serious condition is ob struction 
of the b owels from one part of the in­ 
testine b eing telescoped into the oili­ 
er. 
Such a condition is com parative­ 
ly common in Infants. 
In such cases 
b lend is ofte n passed in the stools or 
vomited. 
T he pain, while not severe, 
is continuous. 
T he muscles of the

usually a sausage-shaped lump which 
may b e felt through the ab dominal 
wall.

dangerous. 
No time should b e lost in 
calling a capab le physician.

ab dom inal pain so that It is alw ays 
well in cases of sudden and severe 
pain in Infants to have the chest care­ 
fully ex am ined. 
A ppendicitis is also 
quite common am ong children and is

Rust on Cereals 
Cause of Damage 


Two Varieties Found on 
Wheat Caused b y Fun­ 
gus Organisms. 


T here a re several kinds of rust on 
cereals. 
Tw o of these rusts are m ost 
commonly found on w he a t; namely, 
orange leaf rust and b lack stem rust. 
Both are caused b y fungus organism s 
and the “seeds” b y which they spread 
are called spores. 
These spores ger­ 
minate, form ing n germ tub e which 
enters the living host plant and pro­ 
duces 
a 
spot 
which 
later 
b reaks 
through the epidermis. 
T his is called 
pustule. 
L eaf rust has n w idespread occur­ 
rence. 
Its pustules o fte r are found on 
the leaves of wheat when 
the plants 
are young. 
They are of an orange yel­ 
low color, hence the nam e “orange leaf 
rust.” 
T he round spores can b e rec­ 
ognized b y m eans of a microscope. 
Though this rust causes some dam age, 
it does not cause serious losses. 


Rust o n Stems and Leav es. 


Stem rust Is common on b oth stem s 
and leaves. 
Its pustules can he told 
from those of the leaf rust b y their 
reddish color and the torn paper -1 ike 
edges of the pustules. 
T he red spores 
of the sum m er stage are oval in shape. 
The red or sum m er stage develops 
rapidly 
under 
favorab le 
conditions, 
spreading the rust from field to field. 
The spores are so light tha t they may 
b e carried long distances b y the wind. 
Moisture does not cause rust b ut fur­ 
nishes favorab le conditions 
for 
the 
spores to germ inate and m ultiply. 
T he 
common 
b arb erry, 
(B erb eris 
vulgaris), is an Im portant factor in 
the spread of stem rust. 
T here are a 
few other species of b arb erry which 
may take stem rust and spread it to 
grains and grasses. 


Barberry Starts Spread. 
An infected common b arb erry will 
sta rt an early spread of stein rust. 
Several cases 
have 
b een 
ob served 
w here local 
epidemics 
have starte d 
from such sources. 
T he Ja pa n e se b arb erry is harm less 
and should b e destroyed. 
Look out for early appearances of 
b oth leaf and stem rusts on grains 
and 
wild grasses. 
Send 
specim ens 
and record of location of early stem 
rust on grain or wild grasses to the 
b otany departm en t of the S tate Ag­
